In the interven- 
ing years, however, the pendulum 
has swung the other way, and now 
the younger brother hns the distinc- 
tlon of being No, 1 In the British 
amateur ranking list. 

Subsequent events showed beyond 
nll possible doubt that there was 
nothing fortuitous about his victory 
in the championship at Sandwich. 
It-was gained in the grand manner, 
though in the final he -had to play 
his very best in order to shake off 
the attentions of that wonderful 
veterno, Lionel Munn, who wis wine 
ning champlonships in Ireland be- 
fore Sweeny was born. 

With a score of 73 to 74, Sweeny’ 
wus one up at the end of the first 
round, but Munn put up such a gal- 
fant fight that, with twenty-three 
holes plnyed, the, tedger account 


showed him with a eredit balance of |. 


one hole. Returning to the attnels, 
Sweeny’s jfreat power and length 
told against the older man, who 
gradually wenkened after uo week of 
gruciling ‘matches, Though he lost 
the old warrior covered himself with 
glory. ° 
Sweeny proceeded to show how 
worthy a champion be was by wine 
ning the Silver Tassie at Gleneagles 
with’ a score of 140 for the two 
rounds, a 66 on the Queen's course 
establishing a new record. He also 
won the Gold Vase, at West Herts, 
with two rounds of 69 and 68 respec~. 
tively, and again cereated a new 
course record. The nature of his 
victory may be judged by the fact

Alter the death of her husband 
Mary showed that she intended ‘o 
have her own way.” She- refused {0 
satisty the treaty of Edinburgh which 
secured the independence of Scot- 
lund from France. 

She offered her half-brother a 
eardinal's cap und some rich ,benc- 
flees in France, which he refused. 

Nevertheless, Mary did not esteem 
him the less, for she promised to 
make him Regent during her absence 
from Scotland. When she returned 
to her native country she made him 
her Prime Minister. 


* * * 


It was Lord James Stuart, as he 
was called, who, during the neri- 
monious. disputes between the Queen 
und John Knox, suceceded in pre- 
venting, a definite clash between the 
two imperious representutives cf 
different faiths. 

He would not allow any Infringe- 
ment on the Queen's religious frec~ 
dom, and brooked no interference 
with her choplains when they per- 
formed thelr religious rites, ‘This 
caused much discontent among the 
extreme Protestants. 

At the same time he suppressed 
the plots of the Romish purty, and 
restored amity ‘for a time with Eng- 


nnd. ‘

affairs was carried on Impartially

The affairs of Scotland might have 
been tranquil and prosperous but for 
the foolish marrlage between © the 
Queen and Darnley, which she car- 
ried out in spite of Moray's abjec- 
tions. Moray then refused to appear 
nt court. He. declared that Darnicy 
und his father, the Earl of Lennox, 
were conspiring to murder him, 

Moray tried to stop the marringe 
by intercepting the Queen and Darn- 
ley on their way from Perth to Edin- 
burgh, but, having prior notice of 
thls intention, they managed to cs- 
cupe the Earl's party. 

It was after the marriage that 


Moray appears to have been caught 
in the tolls of Queen Elizabeth. The 


English Queen made lavish promises 
and Merny and his friends rose in 
revolt. The insurgents, however, 
were chased from piace to place, 


and when it was scen that the great 
“Vbody 


of people of Scotland were 
against them they crossed the border 
and took refuge in England. 

Elizabeth publicly disowned them, 
declared that she had no knowledge 
of their plot, and ordered them to 
leave her presence. At the 
time, howevet, she furnished them 
with a sum of money. 

The humbled Morny now saw the 
absurdity of his action and was anxl- 
ous {fo return to the allegiance ot 
the Scottish Queen, He even culti- 
vated the favour of David Riccio, her 
aceretary-adviscr, sending . him a 
valuable dinomond ring as no gift. 

Mary was advised to pardon the 
plotters, but she chose to follow the 
dictates of the French and the Popish

Unable to prevent Mary's marriage 
to Bothwell, Moray left the country 
und went to France, When civil war 
renewed, which resulted in the flight 
of Bothwell und the imprisonment of 
the Queen, Moray was made Regent 
of Scotland. : 

Most of the nobility, hostile or 
otherwise, submitted to his authority, 
and both England and France were 
compelled to recognise him ag 
leader of Scotland, 

He sent in pursult of Bothwell, 


JAMES STUART, Earl of Moray 


and brought to justice several of 
those who had been concerned in 
the murder of Darnicy. But he 
showed weakness in allowing the 
more powerful conspirators to cs- 
cape. 

_ When Mury escaped from Impri- 
‘sonment, Moray took prompt mea- 
sures to crush the rebellion on her 
behalf. In cleven days the strug- 
ile was over and Mary had escaped 
Into England, 


_ Moray was now undisputed ruler 
of Scotland, and ali would have 
fone well if he had not become cn- 
tangled in further intrigues of 
Queen Elizabeth, 

When Elizabeth brought charges 
ugainst the Scottish Queen, Moray 
unwisely supported them and thus 
furthered tly designs of England 
rather than of Scotland. He took 
vigorous meastires to suppress the re- 
maining supporters of Mary, but It 
had the royerse . effect. The plot 
for the restoration of the Queen 
x#rew until Moray’s position became 
untenable. i . 

To strengthen his hand he asked 
Elizabeth to deliver up Mary for. 
safe keeping, and offered to surren- 
ace ihe earl of Northumberland, 

Oo was then king refuge from 
Elizabeth in Scotland. - ° 

But Moray wus now a dlseredited 
man, On January 23, 1569-70, he 
was murdered by Hamilton of Both- 


frellaugh, who. had always hated 
nin.
